experts' proposals, delivered by the 
soviet delegation here. 


The Russian reply, which was con- 


sidered for over a week by the delega- 
tion, covered 
twenty 
typewritten 


pages. 


General acceptance of the terms laid 


down by the allied experts at London 
covered the first half page of the note. 
The remainder of the document was 
argumentative. 


GERMAN NOTE DELIVERED 
Germany's official reply to the al- 


lied and "little entente" note regard- 
ing the RusKO-German treaty was de- 
livered 'Friday. 


The Russian delegation announced 


its reply to the allied .experts' terms 
concerning Russia's debts and obliga- 
tions would be delivered Friday aft- 
ernoon. 


With these matters in 
hand, the 


Genoa conference, which has marked 
time for several days, once more got 
under way.

It neither consented to an- 
r.ulment of the Russo-German com- 
mercial pact, nor to complete with-

A panic among civilians in this dis 


trict resulted. 


Police and military in the Marrow- 


bone district, where fighting broke 
out early Friday, used dynamite to 
destroy a snippers" post. 


BARRACKS STORMED 


Dublin — Wellington barracks was 


stormed by rebel troops during the 
night. 


The attack was beaten off with cas- 


ualties on both sides. 


Machine gun volleys were poured 


into the barracks, which was garris- 
oned by free state troops, 
Rifle fire 


from neighboring houses over a wide 
area was directed at the encampment. 


Insurgents then rushed to the front 


gate of tbe barracks hurling hand 
grenades-tt^.hey reac^«d..the barriers. 
- Free'state defenders retaliated with 
other hand grenades. 


Two of the attackers and three of 


the free state garrison were wounded. 


The roar of bombs and 
constant 


volleys drove inhabitants of the neigh- 
borhood into a state of panic. 
The 


assault, lasted for ever an hour before 
it broke down.
